There are a great number of curious 


superstitions as to the time ol day when 
a dyiug person is most likely to draw 
bie last breath, and the tide, naoou and 
tbo wind have all been supposed to have 
some share in the matter. According to 
The British Medical Journal, Raseri, 
who has analyzed 25,474 cases of death 
and 86,515 of birth, where the exact 
time of day was noted, finds that the 
maximum number of deaths occur in 
the early afternoon (2:07 p. m.), and 
the minimum in the last hours before 
midnight, while the maximum number 
of births occur in the early hours of the 
morning, and the minimum in the 
eaily hours of the afternoon. 


As regards the cause of this he points 


oat the hours of the maximum number 
of deaths are precisely those when the 
pulse rate and the temperature are at 
their highest in health, and when there 
ia a febrile oxnoorbatiou in illuoss.

Virginia Report makes the as- 


tounding declaration tbat party plat- 
fora» should be no gnide to the candi- 
dates elected upon them, and tbat after 
their elections they are at perfect lib- 
ttty to cast their pledges aaide and act 
In accordance with their own sweet 
trills—or interests. Tbis is the gist, if 


any gist, of an editorial in last 


proved tbat be was correct. Six year» 
ago be received tbe iupport of a large 
majority of tbe Democrats, «e agtinst 
Bartine, who had voted In favor of the 
bill in tbe lower home. The Demo- 
crat* at tbis time did not consider the 
motive which prompted Stewart's ac- 
tion. They simply recognized the fact 
that he bad cast one righteous vote, 
and eo cheerfully gave him their sup- 
port as against a man who bad incited 
their resentment by voting for tbe op- 
pressive measure. Had Bartine like- 
wise voted in opposition to tbe bill, he 
would have given Senator Stewart an 
extremely close race and perhaps been 


Saturday's edition of tbat paper. The 
wild remarks were addressed to the 
Democrats, who ought to feel highly 
flattered by the Reporfs assertion tbat

Congressman." 


As a matter of fact, tbe resolution 


referred to was not passed "in the heat 
and turmoil of a political convention."

Elsewhere on thta page will be no- 


tiued an article from tbe Carson Newt, 
in which is advocated the organization 
of a vigilance committee to prevent the 
humiliation and disgrace which threat- 
ens the capital city and the State, from 
tbe importation of the ruffians and 
fighters from abroad to take part in 
the Senatorial contest which will come 
off daring the session of the Legisla- 
ture. 


While the JOURNAL does not indorse 


the extreme measures advocated by 
the News, it does consider it essential 
that the peace, dignity and honor of 
the State should be preserved at all 
hazards and if the officers at Carson 
are powerless to prevent the disgrace- 
fa! scenes which tbe N«wi predict*, 
then they should be reinforced by tbe 
citizens who should lend their aid for 
protection of tbe legislators from tbe 
threats aud bullyism of the hireling 
gang. There are plenty of laws in oar 
Statutes making a crime of bribsry or 
an attempt thereof, and there ebonld 
be an organization of cool headed and 
courageous men, to not only see that 
snob ci imes are properly punished, bnt 
to prevent anything of the kind being 
consummated or attempted.

t)K. S. J. CALL IN RENO. 


Tho Surgeon of the V. S. Revenue Cutter 


Bear' Tells A "Journal" Reporter 
Some Incidents of The Wonrterfnl 
Journey Across Artie Snow. 
If outward appearances go for any 


thing, Dr. Call is just the mau one 
would select to face a hazardous un- 
dertaking. He is a man of medium 
height and of lithe, sinewy frame, but 
•what impresses one is the strong, open 
countenance, the gleam of determin 
ation and strong, iadominitable will 
that occasionally flashes from his eyes. 
Although suffering from au attack of 
the grippe which confines him to hia 
apartments at the Riverside Hotel, he 
consented to tell the JOURNAL repc-e- 
ontative some of the thrilling accounts 
of his journey to the rescue of the 
ice bound whaling vessels at Point 
Barrow. 


'On the 29th of November," said Dr. 


Call, "we left Seattle on board the XL 
S. Revenue Cutter Bear, well provis- 
ioned for a year's journey in the Arctic. 
We reached Bebring sea in eight days, 
and rushed ahead under fall steam in 
order to reach aa northerly a landing 
as possible. The ice was forming rap- 
idly, thus necessitating speed on oar 
part in order to prevent a much longer 
ovariand journey. One object ia goiu£ 
;brough Behring Sea was to reach Port 
Clarence or strike iu the vicinity of 
Sledge Island. 


'We were unable to do this, however, 


aa we encountered much ice when op- 
posite St. Lawrence Island, forcing us 
to put back south and sail for Cape 
Vancouver Island, off Numnk Island. 
Owinn 
T.O southeast 
winds 
having 


blown the ice away, from the couet at 
this point we were able to sail in here 
and land tho overland party. Our trip 
across the ice and snow "baa been told 
many times for the newspapers, but I 
want to relate an encounter we had 
with a storm on my trip from Antiai- 
ook's villiage to the point where Lieu- 
tenant Jarvis was awaiting me. 


"We were driving 135 domesticated 


reindeer that the Esquimoux man, An- 
tisilook, had so generously given up to 
tne parly. The distance we had to go 
was about 100 miles and we expected to 
raverse it in three or four days Al- 
though the thermometer stood at 40 de- 
grees below zero, the air was still and 
excellent for traveling, and the band 
of reindeer moved along very well. 
But when we were two days out what 
ppeureil to be a dense bank of fox 
arose far in front of UP, which the five 
Esquimaux, who ^vere assisting me 
with tha herJ, regarded with ominous 
looks. I did not knoiv what it was, but 
on asking- Antisilook he informed me it 
was an approaching storm. In a few 
moments it was upon us, coming in 
three successive gusts. The first puff 
was a blast of biting wind, causing the 
rugged deer to shake their heads; the 
eocond \vas H fiercer wiud filled With 
flying ice and snow, which caused tho 
deer to frisk about and atop in their 
course. 
With a how! of 
fury the 


storm had reached its height with the 
third gust, which fairly blew some of 
the sturdy reindeer off their feet, On- 
able to face the storm the baud turned 
as ono deer and cams rushing straight 
back. They ran directly over us, the 
whole herd, find the wonder is that, we 
ivere not killed by their trampling 
hoofs. Luckily we picked ourselves 
up uninjured and got our sledgep and 
deer in working order again and faced 
about with our backs to the storm. 
The natives knew the location of a de- 
serted village, of which one but was 
still standing; it was about ten miles 
distant. Back to tbia place we went as 
fust as oar sleigh deer could draw UP, 
and in a half frozen condition we at 
last, reached it. 


'After hastily liberating the deer we 


crawled into the lonely hut, where we 
were kept three days by the fierce 
storm, hardly daring to oven stick a 
finger outside, We had piovisions on 
the aledgee and there were some frozen 
3sh in the hat, BO we managed to live 
through the storm, keeping in our 
sleeping toga nearly the whole time. 


"When at last the storm abated and 


we were able to get out of the hut, we 
commenced a search for the herd of 
reindeer. Wo found them peacefully 
eating moss on a hillside some five 
miles away, none the worse otf after 
saving weathered a storm that would 
shame a typical Russian poorga. 


"Intense was the joy of the whalers 


on our arrival at Point Barrow, where 
the ice-bound vessels were. Had we 
dropped upon them from tha sky they 
could not have been more surprised. 
But tbis has been published many 
times, and I am afraid it will prove to 
be stale matter now, so I will not 
trouble you with the account. We 
missed the whole of the war with 
Spain, having started before the con- 
flict began, and we heard no newa 
from the civilized world until after 
hostilities had ceased." 


Dr. Call is now on his way to Wash- 


ington to file his report as surgeon of 
the expedition. He was seized by the 
prevailing epidemic, la grippe, at tbis 
place and is consequently compelled to 
ay over for a few days.

He 
was returning home from Peavine with 
a load of wood, and, as the road was 
exceedingly slippery, and the grade 
being steep, he considered it not safe 
for a four horse team so removed two 
of the horses, One of the horses which 
remained hitched to tha wagon was a colt 
and he becoming nnmanagable, turned 
over the wagon and threw the wood on 
to Mr. Waltz, bruising him to some ex- 
tent and spraining one of his legs 
very badly.
